APPEAL FOR RECONSIDERATION 


(By Alexander Woollcott, The Distinguished 
, American Dramatic Critic.) 


HE play which is incomparably 


the loftiest and most beauti- 
ful ever written by an American 
dramatist, and the only one which 
could conceivably be described as a 
work of genius—as acted and as 
staged it is, I suppose, the finest 
achievement in the history of the 
American. theatre—is still, at the 
end of its third year,, playing there 
to large and deeply moved audien- 
ces, ’ 

But two great countries to which 
America might be proud to send it 
will not have it As I discovered 
during a recent visit to Moscow, It 
fa excluded not only from England, 
but from Russia. 

They both reject it, and for dif- 
ferent rensons. And not merely 
for different reasons, but for op- 
posite reasons, for mutually contra- 
dictory reasons. It occurs to an 
unconcerned passer-by that one of 
them must be in error.

WHAT THE FUTURE HOLDS. 


A vivid pleture of modern scien- 
tific progress and what the next 20 
years may bring forth in the way 
of revolutionary inventions was 
given by Professor Middicton- 
Smith of the Hong Kong Univer- 
sity, in‘an interesting radio talk 
last night. 

He said:— : 

The longer we live the more d> 
we reafise how difficult it is to 
account for actions and events that 
have profoundly influenced our 
Hives. An appointment missed, an 
accidental meeting, an unexpéeted 
wind-fall—any of these things may 
entirely change our environment 
and even.our outlvok on life. Chance 
or fate affects us all. 

It may seem unnecessary to men- 
tion this in connection with such 
a trivial affair as my endeavour to 
entertain you to-night; byt I waut 
to make it clear that even in this 
small matter chance appears, for 
I might quite easily have been in 
Fngiat.d or ‘ying in the depths of 
the sea, but my fate was Hong 
Kong. 

Of course my presence here to- 
night is partly due to the fact that 
for nearly forty years I have been 
immersed in the study of new in- 
ventions, their practical applica- 
tion and the experiments which are 
the sign-post of change and move- 
ment. 

But there was also a casual meet- 
ing, an amusing argument, and a 
sudden challenge made by a hign 
loral authority, to send out the 
ideas that follow over the wireless. 

It is difficult to resist any appen) 
which reminds us of the modern 
ideas about citizenship and our ob- 
ligations {o each other because of 
the many advantages that we enjoy 
fn this Colony. 

It is the urge of curlousity in 
thousands and thousands of minds 
that has produced the modern ma- 
chines which have go affected our 
lives. We cannot escape them— 
they are our fate. The airplanes, 
the talkies, wireless and electric 
power have all grown up out of 
countless actions and thoughts over 
which most of us have had no con- 
tral. 

Twenty-one Years Ago 

To look back over the 21 years 
since I first thought about Hong 
Kong, is to be struck by the cnor- 
mous revolution that has taken 
place in the period. There have 
been amazing changes in material 
things, in manners and customs in 
political institutions, in scientific 
knowledge and in the mechanism 
at man’s disposal.
